SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled SM Volume 1 Tia’s Rape and Torture is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This video recording promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to 
compel persons to participate in and submit to sexual conduct. The video consists of 
a rape scenario in which two men threaten, abuse and physically restrain a woman 
during sexual activity. The sexual activity itself is rough and aggressive. Depictions of 
sex are explicit and intended to sexually arouse the viewer. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects the 
freedom to seek, receive, and impart information and opinions of any kind in any form. 
However, this video recording falls under one of the deeming provisions of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act).
